ave note with me. I am sure 
a great many collectors (and I 
may be one) are spending a good 
deal of money for stamps without 
understanding the basic principles 
of sound investment in stamps.” 

“For instance, many dealers of- 
fer “short sets” of stamps for sale 
on the theory that a good many 
collectors could not afford the 
complete set. As I understand it 
these short or incomplete sets are 
worth only a small fraction of 
what the complete set is worth. 

“Why wouldn’t it be a good idea 
to run a series of articles on the 
principles of sound philatelic in- 
vestment. I know a good many 
collectors now floundering around 
picking up a few stamps here and 
there would appreciate your com~- 

» 
OE ics, however, some of 
your dealer advertisers would not 
want you to-do so since they want 
to sell their wares to those of us 
who do not know any better. 





First, look at the last four words 
in the above letter. “Sound invest- 
ment in stamps.” ‘Then look at. the 
heading at the top of this article. 

I have purposely used these 
words, “Pleasure and Profit in 
Stamp Collecting” I am beginning 
to believe that the sooner we as 
a group, I mean the stamp col- 
lectors, the stamp dealers and the 
philatelic publishers, realize and 
come to the conclusion that we 
will all be better off if we forget 
the old suggestions that one should 
collect for pleasure, and urge that 
stamp collecting is a hobby which 
can be followed with a reason- 
able. hope of profit from the in- 
vestment and a sure profit if done 
rightly. I am_ so firmly con- 
vinced that most collectors, I mean 
collectors of a mature age, look 
upon their spending -for stamps 
in such manner that they expect 
to get back all, almost all or per- 
haps a profit on their invesment. 

You will note that Mr. Smith 
spoke of a sound investment. It is 
well known among experienced 
collectors that they can buy safe- 
ly along certain lines with a de-

SWEDEN RED CROSS STAMP 


Mr. Joseph J. Goldberg sends 
a circular letter regarding the new 
Red Cross Stamp of Sweden, 
from which we quote some details. 

The stamp is issued to honor H. 
R. H. Prince Carl who for many 
years has been Chairman of the 
Swedish Red Cross. It was is- 
sued first day on his birthday, 
February 27th. This is also the 
80th year since the first Red 
Cross Society was formed in 
Sweden, which was one of the first 
states to sign the Geneva con- 
vention. 

The stamp was designed by ar- 
tist Harald Sallberg and engrav- 
ed by Sven Ewart. It was issued 
in coils, perf 13 and in booklets of 
20 stamps perf 13 on three sides 
and imperf on the outer edge.

Thus with the entire envelope 
we have absolute proof of an 
error which should be quite a 


prize for any collector of these 
precanceled envelopes. 
Mr. Betts advises that there 


are no more such envelopes in 
the hands of the Theatre, so no 
use in you wise boys writing for 
them. 

' He suggests that the best pos- 
sible way to uncover some du- 
plicates of this envelope might 
be a house to house canvass of 
Ovid, so go to it if you live 
in that neighborhood.

PRIVATE PERFORATIONS 


A New York State dealer sub- 
mits a copy of the Byrd sheet 
of six stamps which have been 
perforated and gummed. It 
might be pointed out that many 
different of the Farley issues 
were gummed and privately per- 
forated or rouletted in order to 
make it more convenient to use 
them on mail and thus get rid 
of the surplus from such sheets 
after the choice blocks had be » 
taken. This happened frequently 
with many of these stamps when 
first issued but is hardly likely 
to occur again at this late date. 

This sheet however is the firs‘ 
we have seen so treated and it 
might be pointed out for th« 
guidance of inexperienced col 
lectors that no such privately ap- 
plied perforations add any value 
to any stamp, in fact, they rather 
detract from the value 
for if one were to place a pre- 
mium on such things it would be 
a simple matter for anyone to pro- 
duce an unlimited number of var- 
ieties of perforation. 

It seems that such manipula- 
tion of stamps might come with- 
in the interest of our Postoffice 
Department concerning manipula- 
tion of Government stamps. 
Whether or not there is a law or 
ruling which forbids such acts. 
there should be one if only for the 
protection of inexperienced and 
unsuspecting collectors. 





Stamp In Honor Of 
Roosevelt Promised 





Mr. Travis Smotherman of 
Wartrace, Tennessee sends a 
clipping from The Nashville 


Tennesseean which states that 
“Postmaster General Walker has 
said that a memorial stamp will 
be issued in honor of President 
Roosevelt.” 

If this is the case, let Postmas- 


nouncement in the usual manner 
that publishers may have copies 
of the statement and with a def- 
inite date set for its issue in or- 
der that collectors and dealers 
in first day cover series may 
make proper plans to give this 
stamp the biggest first day sale 
that any stamp ever had. 

There is a widespread demand 
on the part of collectors for such 
‘a stamp and the new United Na- 
tions Conference stamp just re- 
leased will not fill that demand. 





Philatelic Bibliography

the year 1944. The bibliography 
covers all countries and_ topics 
on which reference articles were 
published during the year in 
some twenty leading stamp mag- 
azines. More than one thousand 
references will be included in 
the list when completed. 

The Philatelic Library Associ- 
ation, by whom the REVIEW is 
published, completes its third 
year of activity on May 1, 1945. 
The organization is continuing 
to make steady progress in its 
objectve to aid stamp collectors 


German Imifations Of 
British Stamps Used 
For Hate Propaganda 


We regret that we can not re- 
produce the pictures as shown in 
the February 1945 issue of the 
Australian Stamp Monthly, of two 
stamps that were issued by the 
Germans to promote hate and ill 
feeling. We do however reprint 
the article as in this paper and 
suggest that in reading it you 
place before yourself copies of 
British stamps of the Silver Jubi- 
lee issue Scott A98 and the Cor- 
onation stamp A100. With these 
two stamps before you as you 
read this article you may vision 
just how the Germans doctored 
these two stamps to produce Hate 
Propoganda stamps. 

Philatelists who have seen them 
are vastly amused by the Nazi 
manufactured propaganda stamps, 
inspired by Dr. Goebbels, purport- 
ing to be in memory of “D” Day. 

The first is a parody on the 
Jubilee issue of 1935, ted, green 
and has the following alterations— 
Stalin’s head instead of George V. 

Inscription reads—“This is a 
Jewish (no j) War.” Dates 1939 
and 1944, in lieu of 1910 and 19- 
35. Hammer and Sickle instead of 
wreath in right hand panel. These 
have also been introduced beside 
the fraction to give the appear- 
ance of “44d.” Star of David re- 
places Cross on the Crown in left 
hand panel, and has been added at 
each end of top panel. 

The other is a parody on the 
Coronation 112d. brown, with Sta- 
lin’s head in place of Queen Eliz- 
abeth. The Crown includes the 
Hammer and Sickle, and the Star 
of David replaces Maltese Cross 
in the top left and right corners. 
“Postage” and “Revenue” have 
been replaced by “S.S.S.R.” and 
“Britannia.” The Hammer and 
Sickle also replaces the Royal 
Ampulla in the right hand net- 
work. The Coronation date has 
been altered to ‘Teheran 28.11.- 
1943.” Monogram S.S.S.R. is in 
the centre. : 

The third item in this enter- 
taining series consists of a set of 
forgeries of the %d., 1d., 1%4d., 
2d., 2%d. and 3d. King Geo. VI. 
in the original deep colours. Those 
postmarked read—“London AAA- 
O, 6 June, 44 Special Stamp. 
Here, again, the Crown has the 
Star of David and the Hammer 
and Sickle from the “d” of the 
value. 

Lastly, we have the same set 
overprinted, “Liquidations of Em- 
pire,” with different place names 
and values, Singapore, Bahama Is., 
Trinidad, Bermuda Is, St Lucia 
and Jamaica. 

These are all really too absurb, 
and only worth a mention, because 
of the laughter they raise, and 
amusement they cause. A spot of 
humour is always deserving of a 
place in any circle—philatelic or 
otherwise. 

Poor Dr. Goebbels, what a wast- 
ed effort, if he hoped to achieve 
any good results for the Reich 
from such a feeble attempt at 
humour.

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SINCERITY—For almost a year 
now I have been turning out this 
column in the hope that it would 
wake up some of the elements in 
philately. At all times I have been 
sincere in my writing and when 
I’ve called names, I’ve meant them 
and when I’ve criticised, I’ve done 
so because I felt criticism was 
forthcoming. In so doing, I have 
earned myself quite a reputation 
as a sourpuss and a person who 
hates everyone. For all of my toil 
and effort I have been rewarded 
with an amount of fan mail that is 
astonishing. Even Hitler would 
get more. I have received abuse 
from people whe bear close scru- 
tiny, and but a handful of let- 
ters of praise. 


Several weeks ago I wrote that 
for a self-stamped and addressed 
envelope I’d tell you a stamp that 
I believe is hotter than the Korea 
stamp—and I received my first 
flood of mail. About 25% of the 
letters contained guesses as to 
what the stamp was. Not one 
“sage” got any closer to it than 
I am to being recognized by the 
A. S. D. A. Not a few of these 
25% had a few smart aleck re- 
marks to make. Another 15% 
were kind enough to say some- 
thing complimentary about my 
efforts, and I wish to thank them. 
The other 50% just put a stamp- 
ed envelope in a letter with a piece 
of paper and a command to tell 
them what the stamp was. The 
answers have gone out. More 
than likely, because it wasn’t a 
one, two or three cent stamp a 
great many people will be writ- 
ing me derogatory letters. I say 
that anyone that has so much 
money as to consider themselves 
stamp investors and cannot afford 
the price stamp I suggested, or will 
fihd some fault with the predic- 
tion had best buy themselves some 
war stamps and/or bonds and get 
out of the piker class. 


I'd have liked to have answer- 
ed some of the letters personally, 
but there were too many. I just 
want to say to those “unbelievers” 
who thought they were being trick- 
ed into something when they sent 
in their envelope that the writer 
ot fhis column is sincere and 
doesn’t go about playing pranks 
on the readers of a paper George 
W. Linn has worked hard to 
bring to the top of the heap. My 
fan mail will not really begin to 
show up until some of you are 
back on 40 hour week at 50-70c 
an hour and then, with little 
money to spend, you’ll have time 
to write and complain that you’ve 
been gypped by some of the phil- 
atelic gangsters I’ve been writing 
about. It will also be then that 
those who bought the stamp I

envelope will be able to sell them 
for a healthy’ profit. 

NEW ISSUES—Last summer 
George Linn was entertaining me 
on his front porch and made a 
very sage observation. He said 
that if a man wanted to really 
make some money in stamps, he 
ought to buy two of every new 
issue, put one in his album and 
one in a blank loose leaf book, 
hold it for anywhere from 5-15 
years and then sell the loose leaf 
book for a terrific profit. Mr. 
Linn cannot be far from wrong 
because that is how Charles (he 
doesn’t write me either) Char- 
matz got his start as a dealer. 
As an air mail collector he sub- 
scribed to several new issue serv- 
ices, bought blocks of air mails 
and put them away. When he was 
ready to become a dealer he had 
a stock which could not be dupli- 
cated today for any amount of 
money, because some the stamps 
he has to sell aren’t available any- 
where but in singles or sets in 
the collections of you people. 

Many people avoid new issues 
because there is no place for 
them in their album. They are the 
same people who clutter up sev- 
eral additional pages with the wall 
paper of Tannu Tanuva and who 
place extra pages in their albums 
to write up a stamp which can 
be purchased for forty cents a 
hundred. Instead. of buying new 
issues and putting several pages 
into their album to mount them, 
or hold them in a stock page un- 
til their album maker provides 
new pages, these geniuses of 
philately pass them by as new 
issues, but pay a premium of 
anywhere from a dime to ten 
dollars when they purchase the 
stamp after a space has been 
made for it in their album. Instead 
of buying genuine new issues, 
they fill their albums with See- 
becks, which are bright and shiny 
and worth nothing if you attempt 
to sell them. Several Linn ad- 
vertisers are currently advertis- 
ing new issues. Just for a change, 
be smart and subscribe to one of 
these services. You’ll not only get 
some fine new stamps, but the 
prices will be rock bottom and in 
anywhere from two to ten years 
you'll find yourself with a profit 
in your album.

PLEASE SEND REFERENCES 

In the past few weeks several requests have come to this office 
with inquiries as to just what is a reference. 

That seems like a simple matter to answer yet we are convinced 
from our own mail that many people do not know or realize or at 
least do not take time to think and seriously con- 
sider what is meant by a reference. We might best 
explain what is not a reference by referring to our 
own mail. We have many thousand subscribers, 
also many who use classified or display advertising 
space, With the subscribers, many of these names 
never come to the attention of the writer except 
as the mail is opened and letters with subscrip- 
tions are passed on to the lady who enters them 
and keeps our card file records. Yet it has been 
evident to us that the mere fact that someone is a 
subscriber to our paper seems to be in their mind 
a suitable reference to offer to some dealer when 





Geo. W. Linn applying stamps on approval. It is but natural 
that when some dealer makes inquiry regarding some _ such 
name that we can only reply that we have no knowledge 
of the person other than that the name is on our. sub- 


scription list. To any dealer who really wants references, such a 
reply should never be satisfactory, yet it is the best we can do for 
we have a very firm rule as regards references for anyone. 

We consider a recommendation to be our word ef ones honesty 
and reliability and are very particular in that we meke any recom- 
mendation unless we are positively certain about the party con- 
cerned. 

In the same manner, the mere fact that someone uses classified 
advertising space in our columns is often considered by them to be 
sufficient reason for referring to our publication when they esk for 
use of space or credit in another paper. 

In any such cases we are usually obliged to reply that this party 
uses classified advertising for which they pay in advance, that thus 
fax no complaints have been made to us as to their handling of 
orders. 

This is not complimentary in that it should serve as a recom- 
mendation for credit with any other paper, yet it is the best we can 
do since it covers the actual facts. 

Throughout the United States there are a large number of 
people whom we are more or less personally acquainted with, and 
who, if they should refer to us as to their reliability and character 
we could and would gladly speak words of praise in their behalf. 

When anyone asks for reference they want to have you refer to 
someone who is acquainted with you with regard to your character, 
and your financial responsibility. Financial responsibility does not 
mean a heap of money in-the bank but merely means whether you 
do or do not meet your obligations promptly. Many men without a 
dime in a bank are safer to trust than some with hundreds in the 
bank. 

Membership in a stamp society is usually considered pretty good 
reference, for it is presumed that dishonest dealing on the part of 
any stamp society member would result in his expulsion on proper 
complaint. It is therefore desirable to join one of the larger Na- 
tional Stamp organizations, or your local club. 

Lacking any persons in towns or cities other than your own “to 
which you might refer, your next best reference is your merchants 
in your own town or your lgcal bank, if yu carry a bank account. 

Over a yertod of time, your record will follow you up and if 
clean, will eventually become your best reference.

finite knowledge, due to their ex- 
perienc, and that they can come 
out with little or no loss or per- 
haps a profit. 

It is also a fact that a great 
many collectors of this type, 
through their love of study of 
stamps, research etc. will .from 
time to time invest heavily in a 
specialized collection of some 
single stamp, group of stamp sor 
country and will sell at a loss 
without any ill feeling, as they 
have had their fun and were sat- 
isfied to pay for it. 

Regardless of what or how we 
collect, we can not always com- 
bine profit with pleasure in col- 
lecting. If we want to insist on 
profit first we must give up a lot 
of the pleasures, yet one can de- 
finitely collect over a period of

years with a sound hope of sell- 
ing at a profit. It must be under- 
stood however that you can not 
buy this year and sell next year 
on such a basis except in rare in- 
stances. Had one bought heavily 
of Flag stamps last year he could 
of course sell this year at a hand- 
some profit, but that is not stamp 
collecting. We are concerned with 
stamp collecting and not stamp in- 
vestment for we do not recom- 
mend stamp investment to anyone 
who is not thoroughly versed in 
the hobby. We have seen piles 
of sheets which were bought for 
investment and which after being 
held for years were a disappoint- 
ment to the buyer for many rea- 
sons. 

The point Mr Smith makes with 
regard to short sets and such ma- 
terial, merely skimming the 
edges. This sort of buying never 
puts worthwhile stamps in ones 
collection.

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a moment. You who buy them, 
if you will make it a point only 
to buy sets through the 1 shilling 
value, or through any of the high- 
er shilling values, or complete sets 
only, you will have something that 
dealers will gladly want when you 
are ready to sell. If you buy the 
144d, the 1d and perhaps a couple 
other values in the set, you have 
nothing that the dealer can take 
out of the album and handle read- 
ily and its just so much surplus 
stuff for him. 

This applies to sets of any coun- 
try or kind but whenever poss- 
ible buy the complete set. A lot 
of wise collectors collect without 
regard to country, buying any- 
thing in a complete set, anything 
that is pretty and attractive. Such 
sets steadily advance over the 
years. Be sure it is strictly cata- 


cheap. In countries such as France 
where there have been one after 
another of single commemoratives. 
just as our own commemoratives 
have been issued, try to fill in 
every one of them just as you do 
'ours if you start on them at all. If 
you eventually get them all you 
will have something any dealer 
will want in future years. 

Better b far spend a dollar for 
a single set of even a few stamps 
than to buy 25, 50 or 100 cheap 
stamps for your dollar. If you 
want to collect some single coun- 
try, that is good, provide you stick 
to it and keep pouring it into that 
country. Most any country if com- 
pleted or highly specialized inter- 
ests the dealers. 


With regard to the last para- 
graph in the letter from Mr. Smith 
we feel certain that any wise and 
sensible dealer will be glad to 
help any serious collector if that 
collector will explain his problem. 
The wise dealer would far rather 
have you come in and spend a 
dollar for a set than to have you 
paw through books for a half an 
hour trying to find some cheap 
stamps that you want. 

Many of the biggest buyers are 
investors and buy with a firm 
belief that their investments will 
realize for them when they may 
sell in future years. Its the better 
things that are most easily sale- 
able and in most demand. 

If you put $100 into just a mis- 
cellaneous lot of low value British 
Colonies of many different issues 
you have something that the deal- 
er has plenty of, in stock, but if 
you put $100 into five or ten 
choice sets of British Colonies up 
to the 5 shilling or perhaps the 
pound value, you have something 
that a dealer will eagerly buy ten 
years from now and the prospects 
are that it will be worth much 
more than it cost you. 


This holds true for many other 
sets of most any country, but use 
sound common sense at present, 
for there is going to be a flood of 
material from Europe soon, that 
will attract your attention because 
it looks so pretty. Much of it is 
here now and has been seen and 
at prices that honest dealers have 
told me personally was more than 
they thought it worth. True, some 
of this will turn out good, but be 
wary of most of it and since you 
do not know what is what, better 
wait till it settled down a bit be- 
fore plunging too deeply.
